The uew year will see the beginuntg of the 
first substantial effort to reform the dead- 
head” abuse on the Western railways. The 
regulations adopted July 1 were only partial. 
They did not revoke the passes outstanding. 
These expire with the yéar. Henceforth, actual 
employes are to pass over the railways with 
which they are connected, and the five, or per- 
haps six, leading general officers will be furnish- 
ed with exchange tickets over other lines. The 
agents of the principal express, telegraph, and 
traysportation companies, whose contracts call 
for passes, will also be supplied to a limited ex- 
tent, beyond which privileged few all classes 
politicians, State officials, army officers, clergy- 
men, college Presidents, aud the vast horde of 
chroaic dead-heads— will be alike compelled to 
pay tbe full regular fare.

THE LABOR-PROBLEM. 
- Some sensible things were said by the Rev. M. 
J. Savage in his sermon last Sunday about The 
Workingman-Problem,” and though we do not 
fully agree with him in regarding the recent 
demonstrations as the premonitions of a storm 
that may overturn and make a wreck of society, 
it seems not improbable that they may be the 
forerunners of important changes in the organi- 
zation of society and even of Government. Mr. 
Savage calls the recent demands of the work ing- 
men for support at the city’s expense by their 
true pame: Communism, which is only another 
name for anarchy. To ask the city to assume 
the guardianship of all the unemployed 
is simply asking for the establishment of a con- 
dition of permanent pauperism for a large class 
who would flock here to avail themselves of the 


ods of appropriating the savings of others. The 
most that either the city or the General Govern- 
ment can do for workingmen, or any other claus, 
is to guarantee the same rights and opportuni- 
ties to all law-abiding citizens. To ask the 
Government to do more is to ask it to cease to 
bea Republic. Mr. Savage might properly have 
added that, in all Governments, there is 
a continual vibration between Communism 
on the one hand and Despotism on 
the other. The mission of s Republic 
is to steer clear of both, but a violent movement 
in the direction of either of them inevitably 
causes a reaction sooner or later to the other 
extreme. 

Mr. Savage's remedies for the discontent that 
culminates in Communism are compulsory edu- 
cation and the cultivation of a feeling of 
brotherhood among all classes. It is, how- 
ever, at least an open question whether compul- 
sory education would not be regarded by the 
discontented as a hardship equal to that of tak- 
ing care of themselves without Government as- 
The moral obligation rts upon 
every intelligent being to educate himself to the 
full of his opportunities. In this coun- 
try, the opportunities for education are as great 
as the opportunities for labor. The chicf cause 
of the lack of education and of moderate ac- 
cumulations of sayings is the lack of will to 
acquire them. No legislation can put the will 
into men’s minds to acquire either. Mr, Sav- 
age’s other remedy of *‘ brotherhood” is rather 
vague. Perhaps it would be better defined by 
saying that none should be arrogant or selfish. 
There has certainly been arrogance enough on 
the part of the rich corporations of late years, 
but no unprejudiced mind can deny that 
the recent demands of the workingmen 
to have what they never earned are as arrogant 
as anything ever done by the most unscrupulous 

As for the W Problem in the im- 
mediate present, there is no safety in any mode 
of treatment except to abide by the laws. If it 
can be shown that the laws are unjust in any 
respect, it is in the power of the people to 
change them. But one thing must be kept in 
view: That no system of laws or society can 
exist long that does not recognize the difference 
between individu- is who have the will to be 
educated and to save their earnings, 


to those who will not, except under 
compulsion. The accumulation of property is 
the incentive to labor and the discipline of the 
mind. To ignore the rights of property, as some 
of the most ultra of the workingmen propose, is 
simply to suppress industry and force society 
back to the condition of barbarism.

The President 
was indignant. He had made the annexation of 
San Domingo a distinctive point in his policy. 
He had sent one of bis aids to that country to 
negotiate the treaty; he had made a private 
protocol with Baez, stipulating. that he 
would use his influence privately with 
the Senate to have the treaty ratified ; 
but, despite all his forte, a faction in 
the Senate, led by Sumner, had defeated 
him. The President was prompt in his revenge. 
The Senator from Massachusetts wae declared 
to be unfit to hold personal intercourse with the 
State Department, and hie dismissal from the

No there is another rebellion. A faction in 
the Senate refuses to confirm Mr. Williams, of 
Oregon, as Chief-Jastice of the United States.
